SUPREME COURT. 


This tribunal iwet at the usual lrour, 
9 o’clock, in the Supreme Court room.

Civil Rights and the Public Schoolse 

As the probable effect of the pas- 
sae of the Civil Rights bill is a ques- 
tion that, to a greater or less extent, 
aftects every one in the South, we 
make no apology for transferring to 
our columns the following able article 
from the Richmond #rquirer upon 
the subject: 

We have no doubt there are many 
very good Southern people, well- 


meaning in all other respects, but 
misguided and prejudiced in this 


matter, who would be delighted to see 
the civil rights enormity become a 
law, simply because it would un- 
doubtedly deal a death blow to the 
public school system in this section, 
which has more enemies or oppon- 
ents here than most of us are aware 
of ; and the honest fanatics as well as 
the rascally demagogues of the North 
who are forcing the issue upon Con- 
gress, if they did but know it, are 
playing directly into their hands. 

The opponents of the free schools 
will rejoice equally with the Radical 
fools and knaves at the passage of the 
billand its approval by the Presi- 
dent; for their threatened destruc- 
tion is no idle threat made merely to 
influence the vote on this measure, - 
which so fearfully menaces the use- 
fulness of our public schools, colleges 
and universities, when negro chil- 
dren shall be forced into them upon 
terms of perfect social equality with 
the white youth of the South. It is 
said that this is the last great act in 
the drama of emancipation, and that 
it will bring the entire discussion of 
the negro question toa close, but how 
do we know that on the contrary it 
may not rather be the epening act of 
a new and inore fearfal drama ? 

The argument used by the North- 
ern members and people is our calm 
submission to all the former acts 
tending to exalt the negro, from his 
emancipation up to his elevation to 
high oftice; each of which steps 
they tell us was met by threats of 
the same character as these we. 
are now making, but which were 
never earried into execution. We 
declared we would not submit to ne- 
gro sutfrage, but we have submitted ; 
that we would not submit to negro 
testimony in our courts, but we have 
submitted ; to negro juries, and we 
have seen whoie panels of them; to 
negro legislators, but there are ne- 
groes in our Legislature; to negroes 
in our street cars, yet the negroes 
ride in our cars unmolested, and 
nothing has been said. And guided 
by the lightof these past experiences, 
when we new declare that we will 
not abide this civil rights infamy, 
they tellus that we mean no more 
than we did by our declarations at 
each of these aggressive steps, and 
that having as usual filed our protest 
we will as usual continue to submit, 
and matters will pursue the even, 
uninterrupted tenor of their way un- 
til the culminating point of perfect 
social equality shall have been reach- 
ed! This looks reasonable to them, 
and it would be startlingly plausible 
to us did we not know exactly where 
they have erred in their count. 

The ills they brought upon us in 


‘the past, great as they Were, could 


still be berne, because really they did 
not directly and actually affect the 
integrity of our social fabric to anex- 
tent that was unbearable. But there 
is a point we all know at which en- 
durance really does cease to be a vire 
tue. The very fact that this appears 
to them to be the ne plus ultra meas- 
ure in the drama of negro emancipa- 
tion, that it is the last legal step that 
can be taken to elevate the condition 
of the negro, should warn them that 
it may also be the last act of oppres- 
sion needed to break the spell which 
has bound us, and arouse our people 
to the work of reaction. It is easy 
for them to say, ‘'T'he South will sub- 
mit to this as quietly as she has to 
every other outrage we have seen 
proper to inflict. She may, as usual, 
growl and show her teeth, but give 
hera bone to gnaw, to satisfy her 
hunger, and remind her of her weak 
and powerless condition, and she will 
quietly sleep on and there will be no 
trouble.”’ Butin this they will find too 
late that they are mistaken. The civil 
rights bill directly touches the great 
middle classes in this section. They 
will feel it the most acutely and sutf- 
fer from it the most severely. It 
drives their children from the public 
schools and deprives them of the ben- 
efits of free education ; and they will 
hold its authors responsible for the 
wrong and nurse undying hatred of 
them, while they study the readiest 
means of revenge. They will not 
submit to it, for they have the power 
to render one of its previsions, at 
least, a nullity. They cannot be 
compelled to send their children to 
the sameschools with negro children; 
and they will not send them to such 
schools. They will prefer that they 
should grow up as they themselves 
grew up, and without other educa- 
tional advantages than were afforded 
them under their old system of pri- 
vate schools. They will work the 
harder that they may have the more 
to spare to educate and keep them 
separated, pure, and uncontaminated 
from the amalgamating and miscege- 
nating tendencies of a mixed school 
system, and they will destroy the 
free school system entirely, rather 
than submit to such degradation! 
We have said there were many in the 
South would rejoice at the passage of 
this civil rights bill, just as it stands, 


because of their enmity to the 
public school system; because 
they desire to see it utterly 


abolished, and see no other way to en- 
compass that.purpose save through 
its degradation by this unwise meas- 
ure. They fear te attack it openly 
because of its popularity with the 
people, and because its friends are 
everywhere active and increasing ; 
but this will do the work for them at 
one fell swoop, and do it most effect- 
ually. These are the natural allies 
of the extremists at the North who 
insist upon this measure ; and though 
each is impelled by opposite motives, 
yet they reach the same result in the 
end ; and while the one gains his ob- 
ject through the blind zeal of his 
antagonist, the other dverreaches 
himself and loses all. This, in our 
opinion, will be the upshot. 

We tell the people of the North, | 
and we believe that a large majority 
of them are opposed to forcing this 
iniquitous measure upon us, that it 
will be fatal to the interests of public 
education, and that those it is in- 
tended most to serve will be the. 
greatest sufferers. The white people 
can educate their children at homeor 
in private schools and willdoit, while 
very few of the colored people can do 
the same—and this is exactly what 
it will come to. We make no idle 
threats. We are master of the situa- 
tion this time at least, and we intend 
te maintain our vantage ground, 
Pass the bill and the school system is 
destroyed.
